Circuit Judge W. E. Hadley of 
Edwardsville, Ill., is the defen- 
dant in a $50,000 breach of prom- 


ise petition sent by registered 


mail three weeks ago from 


Springfield, Ill., to the Circuit 
Clerk at Edwardsville. 

The plaintiff is Miss Eugenia 
Connors, 28 years old, who lives 
with her widowed mother and 
sister on North Fifth street, 


Springfield. She is represented 
by Attorney J. W. Templeton, a 
candidate for Circuit Judge at 
Springfield, and by Attorney E. 
B. Glass of Edwardsville. 


“I mailed the papers in the case three 
weeks ago by registered letter,’’ said 
Templeton to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Saturday over the long-distance tele- 
phone. ‘I have:-the postoffice receipt for 
the letter’s delivery. The papers were 
not publicly filed at Edwardsville, and 
the case was not docketed, so I decided 
that the documents had in some way got 
lost. 

“Therefore I shall, in person, file dupli- 
cate papers at the Edwardsville Court- 
house Monday morning.” 

Templeton said that his client met 
Judge Hadley three or four years ago 
and that, after bestowing many atten- 
tions upon her, he proposed marriage 
and was accepted. 

When he was elected Circuit Judge 
in’ June, 1909, Miss Connors’ mother 
read in a newspaper a mention of a 
“Mrs. Hadley.” This was the family’s 
first intimation, Miss Connors alleges, 
that Hadley was a married man. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter telephoned 
the Circuit Clerk’s office at Belleville, 
Saturday, and asked whether the papers 
mailed by Templeton were in the pos- 
Bession of the office. 

“They may be and they may not be,” 
was the reply of a deputy clerk who 
answered the question. 

“If the papers are there,”’ 
asked, “‘why were they not 
filed?”’ 

“If there is no settlement before the 
next term of court in October,” ‘said 
the deputy, “the petition will be filed 
like any other and the case docketed. 
In the meantime, this office has nothing 
to say for publication.” 

Miss Connors declined to discuss the 
case by telephone Saturday, as did At- 
torney Glass of Edwardsville. Judge 
Hadley is spending the summer in Mich- 
igan. He is 38 years old, has been mar- 
ried 12 years and has two children.

A new excise commissioner to suc- 
ceed Henry SS. Caulfield, whom Gvwy-. 
Hadley hurriedly appointed to succeed 
Judge Richard L. Goode on the bench 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, will 
be chosen by the Governor within the 
next two weeks. Gov. Hadley is now in 
Shenandoah, Io., filling a lecture date. 
He said before leaving Jefferson City 


for the excise place. 

Henry F. Droste, a North St. Louis 
Republican leader, was favorably con- 
sidered for the place before Caulfield 
was decided on, a year and a half ago. 
The commissionership pays $5000 a year, 
and the incumbent ha: wide discretion- 
ary powers in his treatment of saloon 
keepers, being able to revoke licenses 
for any reason that he deems sufficient, 
without restraint of any court. 

Judge Caulfield, as his friends are 
already calling him, returned to St. 
Louis early Saturday. 

Expects Only Short Term. 

“It all happened in a few minutes,”’ 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I 
went to Jefferson City to see the Gov- 
ernor on other matters, and found 
Judge Nortoni in the Governor’s office, 
waiting for him to come in. He told 
me that his errand was to present 
Judge Goode’s resignation to the Gov- 
ernor. This was a surprise to me, but 
I was a great deal more surprised 
when the Governor, a few minutes after 
he had learned the news, offered me 
the appointment. 

“I said I would secept, and that was 
all there was ‘> it. My understanding, 
and that of the Governor, is that the 
term of my appointment is only until 
January 1 next, and that the rest of 
Judge Goode’s unexpired term is to be 
filled at the November election.’’ 

Object of Trip His Secret. 

It was reported at Jefferson Qity that 
Caulfield’s errand there was to recom- 
mend Nathan Frank to the Governor as 
a candidate for the Republican indorse- 
ment for United States Senator. He 
declined Saturday to discuss this report, 
or to say whether his visit had to do 
with the selection of his friend, A. A. B. 
Woerheide, as the new president of the 
Police Board. 

Caulfield will go on the bench early 
in September, and it is taken for grant- 
ed that he will be a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the two 
years’ unexpired term from Jan. 1, 1911, 
to Jan. 1, 1918. This will be filled by a 
party committee, which may have to be 
formed for the purpose, as the Court 
of Appeals district differs from any 
other political division. It incl!udes 3 
Eastern Missouri! counties and the city 
of St. Louis. 

New Place Pays $12,000 a Year. 

Judge Goode, as told exclusively in 
the Home Edition ef Friday's Post-Dis- 
patch, resigned from the bench itn order 
to accept the position of general coun- 
sel for the Mercantile Trust Co., made 
vacant by Judge Jacob Klein’s death. 

The salary of his new place is $12,000 a 
year, as compared with his judicial 
stipend of $5500, and he was further in- 
fluenced by the prospect that he would 
not be available for renomination. He 
is from Springfield, which is now in an- 
other appellate district, formed since his 


election.

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FALLS 300 FEET 
NAN AEROPLANE 
INTO THE OCEAN 


Long Drop, but .Machine 
Is Wrecked. 


By Associated Press. 3 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—While at- 
tempting to fly his aéroplane from 
Sheepshead Bay track to Fort Hamil- 
ton this morning, Mars, the aviator, 
was caught in a heavy blast of wind 
and carried out over the lower bay, 
where his machine suddenly collapsed 
and feji into the water, more than three 
hundred feet below. Mars was picked 
up by the tug boat Hustler. The 
wrecked aeroplane was taken aboard a 
lighter off Craven Shoal buoy. 

Mars was shaken up by the fall, but 
otherwise was uninjured. 

It was shortly before 7 o’clock when 
Mars,’ in his aeroplane, rose from the 
Sheepshead Bay track and he headed 
for Manhattan Beach. He rose to the 
height of about 2000 feet and afté cir- 
cling around two or three times, flew 
to the westward towards Coney Island, 
where he planned to fly to Fort Hamil- 
ton. A sudden gust carried the aviator 
out over Gravesend Bay, where Mars 
lost control of the machine in the wind. 
Suddenly it sappeared to collapse and 
fell into the water. When brought 
ashore Mars said he was not hurt but 
that his machine was wrecked. 

Racing at terrific speed, a runaway 
aeroplane last night carried Augustus 
Post, an amateur aviator, through a se- 
ries of perilous evolutions over the 
Sheepshead Bay racetrack. Post’s pres- 
ence of mind in steering the air craft 
with one hand while shutting off power 
with the other saved him from serious 
injury or death: He landed the aero- 
Plane safely between two steeplechase 
hedges on the inner fieid of the race 
track. 


Witnessed by 1000. 

In the present of 1000 spectators who 
had gone to the race track for the first 
meeting of the day's aviation con- 
test, Post announced he would make 
his first public flight in the Curtiss bi- 
plane which recently was christened the 
“Skylark..’ The instruments registered 
&@ variable wind of from 6 to 15 miles an 
hour near the ground, while the flag 
over the grandstand was stretched stiff 
before a northwest breeze. 

Before the “‘Skylark’’ had been given 
its final inspection, Mars and Ely made 
short flights to test the air currents. 
In one of the flights Mars carried Post 
a3 @ passenger. Fascinated by the trial, 
Post threw off his coat and took his 
seat in his own biplane, which had been 
set up at the south end of the field. 
Then he called to the mechanics to start 
the motor. The biplane shot forward, 
the skid wheels touching only the high 
places for nearly 200 yards. At a point 
almost opposite the grandstand, the 
spectators saw Post raise his gliding 
Planes. The aeroplane soared 560 feet in 
the air at an angle of almost 4 degrees. 

Post realized the danger ana be- 
ing unable to make a short stop, he 
again used his sliding planes in 
time to clear the second fence. He 
was almost on the ground when he 
skimmed over the third fence and 
started upward. 

Making a sharp turn to the left, 
the runaway plane came back over 
the racetrack. At a point almost 
directly over a shed Post made a 
turn which/again brought him over 
the inner fiela obstructions. In veer- 
ing the biplane he missed a builld- 


ing by less than 10 feet.

Henry Lewis, 82 Years Old, 
Who Was Hit by Car, to 
Have a Monument. 


LIES NEAR HIS MASTER 


Woman Says She Will Spend 
$50,000 to Investigate Hos- 
pital Treatment. 


Unusual honors were paid the memory 
of Henry Lewis, a negro, born a slave 
in St. Louts 8 years ago, at the fu- 
neral services Saturday, at the. resi- 
dence of Mrs. Pnil Chew, 433 West- 
minster place. Lewis died at the City 
Hospital from injuries received a week 
ago, when he was run down by @ street 
car. Members of the Chew family say 
they will demand an investigation of 
his treatment at the City Hospital and 
expose conditions there. 

The burial was at Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery, where the body of the aged negro 
was laid to rest in a grave alongside 
that of his old master, Peter Lindell. A 
monument will be erected to mark his 
resting place, similar in design to the 
haridsome shaft that stands at the head 
of the grave of Peter Lindell. 


Services at Residence. 

The members of the Chew family and 
friends ‘were present at the services at 
‘the residence at 4033 Westminster place 
with the widow, the three sons and 
the eight grandchildren of the old slave. 
The Rev. John Parker, pastor of Pleas- 
ant Green Negro Methodist Church at 
Elliot avenue and Wash street, had 
charge of the services at the house. 

The near relatives and friends of 
the deceased had the first carriages. 
The members of the Chew family fol- 
lowed in others. 

Lewis was a servant fin the house 
of Mra. Phil Chew, who is a mem- 
ber of the Lindel! family. When 
Peter Linde?ll, her great-uncle, came 
to St. Loula from Maryland, he 
brought with him among other slaves, 
Tom Lewis, father of Henry Lewis, 
who was burted Saturday. Henry 
Lewis was given to Levin H. Baker 
by Peter Lindell. Baker left him to 
his daughter, who ts now the widow 
ef the late Phil Chew and who says 
the will spend $650,000 if necessary 
fnvestigating the treatment accorded 
the old slave at the city hospital. 

Fotlowed the Ambulance. 

Lewis was run down by a street car 
at Olive street and Vandeventer avenue 
& week ago Thursday. As they were 
bundling the negro into an ambulance 
Phil Chew arrived on the scene in an 
automobile and followed the ambulance 
to the city hospital. 

- “T had read much about the City Hos- 
pital,” Phil Chew told a Post-Dispatch 
Peporter, “so I just followed right after 
thé men carrying him in on the stretch- 
er. Taking him out of the ambulance 
they dropped him once. They dropped 
him again when they had him inside 
and downstairs in what appeared to me 
to be @ sort of cellar. Each time they 
let the old negro fall the greatest heart- 
leseness was displayed about picking 
him up again. 

“Exantined Him Cyntieally.” 

“T head hard work to keep my own 
counsel, but I was curious to see just 
what conditiong were at the city hos- 
-pital, and so held my tongue as long 
as I could.. From time to time some 
persons whom I judged to be surgeons 
approached Henry and picking up his 
leg or atm, examined it cynically and 
then turned away. 

“About 4& minutes elapsed and then I 
could control myself ne longer. ‘Why 


are you letting this old man lie here?’

BEGES’ DISPUTE 
WITH CAPITALISTS 
DFLAYS VENTURE 


Milwaukee Financier and St. 
Louisans Confer in St. Louis 
Car Co. Deal. 











All that now stands in the way 
of a completton of the deal by which 
the St. Louis Car Co., @ $3,000,000 
concern, will be enabdled to resume 
operations, is a technical dispute be- 


tween John I. Beggs and St. Louis 
capitalists. The tnterests involved 
are confident that the dispute will 
be adjusted and that within a few 
weeks operations will Be resumed. 

Beggs and George J. Kobusch have 
under way plans to entirely reorganize 
the company, and there hag resulted a 
temporary halt in the negotiations to 
procure the $1,500,000 necessary to finance 
the deal. , 

Beggs expressed willingness at a meet- 
ing here Friday to put up $350,000, and 
the proposition now being made by him 
is that the members of the Edwards 
syndicate, which had raised $1,750,000 
to finance the company and put Saun- 
ders Norvell in as president, should pur- 
chase stock in the company as indi- 
viduals, not as a syndicate 


portunity of interest- 
ing Beggs in the company. 
Syndicate Wants Control. 

Members of the Edwards syndi- 
cate have agreed to act as a unit, 
and in case they take stock in the 
company it will be as a syndicate 
| with a controlling interest, accord- 
ing to the statement Saturday of one 
of them, who would not permit the 
use of his name. 

After Friday 
Beggs said: 

“I agreed to take a large interest in 
the St. Louis Car Co. with Kobusch if 
certain conditions were fulfilled, which 
included that a certain amount of money 
should be furnishel. 

“These conditions practically have 
been realized, and I have no doubt the 
conditional amount will be supplied. 
Norvell’s associates are at prefect lib- 
erty to become stockholders and we 
shall be glad to have them. 

“There never was any breach ef faith 
between the syndicate and Kobusch, nor 
between the syndicate and myself. Nor- 
vell has stated frankly that we coulda not 
be justly criticised.”’ 

Several members of the Edwards syn- 
dicate met Beggs in the office of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. and Hs- 
tened to his explanation that he had 
not taken advantage of the Edwarda 
syndicate when he interested himself 
in the company.

$1000 IS NEEDED 


Result of Vote for Winners 
at Baby Show Will Be 
Announced Sunday. 


In Rochester, N. Y., it has been fig- 
vred that $4 a summer for pure milk 
will save one baby’s life. When they 
say “save a baby’s life,’ they mean 
exactly that. They have statistics to 
move it, just as there are statistics in 
St. Louis to prove the same propo- 
sition. 

To “save a baby’s life’ with pure 
milk is not an hypoberle. It is some- 
thing which can be done, which, human- 
ity demands*+must be done and which 
the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund, through the contributions of 
the public, is doing every day in St. 
Louis. 

Dr. Mangold of the School of Social 
Economy and numerous other inves- 
tigators and scientists in St. Louis have 
proven beyond any doubt that more 
than one-half of all deaths»of babies 
in St. Louis each year is due directly 
to want of pure milk for the baby. 

One Baby tn Four Dies. 

The municipal statistics show that one 
out of every four babies born in St. 
Louis dies. The investigators have 
shown that more than one-half of all 
the babies that die in. the city die be- 
cause they are starved for pure milk. 
They have also shown that less than 
one in ten of the babies that get enough 
pure milk to drink in the summer time 
succumbs to starvation and the heat. 

You see, then, that to “save a baby’s 
life’ with pure milk is not a figure of 
speech. Almost any little club of girls 
or boys can raise $4 for the Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund and thus have al- 
ways with them the pleasing recollec- 
tion that they have saved one baby’s 
life. 

Death Report Proves Work. 

In the Good Housekeeping Magazine, 
Grace Sartwell Mason tells how they 
are saving babies’.Jives in Rochester. 
She writes: 

The provision for pure milk under 
officials supervision saves the Flower 
City 250 lives a year, the lives of 
little children. When the milk. sup- 
ply was under no systematic super- 
vision, the mortality. among the little 
ones in the hot summer months was 
appalling. 

In the ten years from 1887 to 1896 
the number of deaths of children of 
from 1 te 6 years of age was 7451. 
The number of deaths of children 
of the same age in the ten years 
from 1897 to 1906 was 4965. 

How Work Is Done. 

In the first decade there were no 
rnunicipal milk siations. In Lhe sec- ; 
ond th2y were in active operation. 
Pasteurization was first resorted to. 
Then the health officers set up a 
milk station on a farm to strive to 
keep dirt and germs out of the milk, 
and began to sterilize all the uten- 
sils, bottles, etc. These stations are 
ope? from the first days of July to 
the beginning of September. 

All milk peddlers are _ licensed 
and if a dealer buys milk which is 
infected, he is notified that the pro- 
ducer’s| herd must be tested. If this 
is not done, that dealer's milk is 
excluded from the city and notice 
sent to the Department of Agrt- 
culture. 

Milkmen Objected. 

Rochester's pure milk supply costs 
the citizens $1000 a year. It means 
a human life saved for every % ex- 
pended and the powers above alone 
know what good is done in the gen- 
eral better health of the community. 
Among these lives saved for htuman- 
ity may be a Grant, 4@ Washington, 
a Fulton, a Longfellow.’ 

At first the milkmen cried out that 
they would be ruined. Even today 
they are making 4 tremendous poth- 
er because the authorities insist 
upon applying a tuberculin test. 
But the price of milk remains much 
as it was and milk dealers still keep 
in the business. 

Another $1000 Needed, 

If Rochester can spare $1000 a year to 
save babies, St. Louis can surely spare 
$4000, for it has more than four times 
as many babies to gave. The contribu- 
tions to the Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund have now reached the $3000 mark.

10,” wired Harmon to the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday, in a dispatch inquir-

rangements, which are being made by 
the Post-Dispatch and a committee 
of business men and public officials. 

Baldwin Will Come Early. 

Capt. Baldwin wired to the Post-Dis- 
patch Friday that he would be in St. 
Louls within a few days to inspect 
the sites proposed for the river flight 
start and for the two days’ supple- 
mentary aviation exhibiftion by himself 
and Harmon. 

Albert Bond Lambert, president of the 
Aero Club of St. Louis and chairman 
of the Committee on Aviation for the 
Harmon-Baldwin events, said Saturday 
that his inspection of North and South 
St. Louis had shown only one place 
suitable either for starting or landing 
in the river flight. The flight, he said, 
would therefore have to be a round 
trip. 

‘The land belonging to the O’Fallon 
and Kennett estates, east of Calvary 
Cemetery, will be perfeetly suitable, 
with no further improvement than the 
cutting of the weeds. There is no good 
place to. the south, either for starting 
or landing. 

“Of course, the selection will be up 
to Baldwin, but I have endeavored to 
save his time by finding a place to be 
subject to his approval.

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MORE CITY HOSPITAL NEWS. 

The charges preferred by Mrs. Phil Chew 
against the manageffient of the city hospital are 
specific enough to warrant a thorough and gen- 
eral investigation. They come on the heels of 
other charges and proofs of incompetence, indif- 
ference, carelessness and arrogance toward the 
public. Superintendent Morfit’s grand plan to 
have this public institution conducted as a pri- 
vate enterprise seems to have been realized only 
in rules which are designed to cover up what is 
done. : 

The rule of secrecy seems to be working well. 
From the inside the people secure either no fh- 
formation or lame explanations and weak apolo- 

gies for actions advertised by those who have 
suffered from neglect or incapacity. Two deaths 
have occurred and one instance of abuse recorded. 
How many more disasters there have been is a 

' matter for conjecture. But enough is known to 
give warrant for a demand for a rigid investi- 
gation. There is evidently discord, disorganiza- 
tion, jealousy in the staff and something worse 
in the managing department. The city hospital 
is a disgrace. Immediate steps should be taken 
to find out the trouble and correct it. 
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The verdict is that in his explanation about 
the rubber schedule Senator Aldrich stretched 
considerable.

30-31, some of the fastest motor boats 
in the world will meet in competition 
at Peoria, Ill.

Condition of Russian Wheat 
Reported Unfavorable— 
‘ Exports Reviving. 


The bulfs in wheat took a hand in 
the speculation today and put prices up 
sharply in all domestic markets before 
tne trading closed. 

The buying was based largely on a 
reported revival of export business, 
which, although unconfirmed, was of 
sufficient market weight to run in a 
rather over-extended short interest. 

Private reports on the condition of 
Russian wheat and rising estimates on 
the French import requirements were 
also bullish influences, although these 
were not backed by cables. 

A London cable from Bartlett-Frazier’s 
correspondent says: 

‘Russian crop is not only small—some 
say 30 per cent under last year—but 
quality is such that good deal of it 
will be unfit for use. Hear that a cargo 
just arrived, a good deal of it heated, 
which will make importers careful how 
they handle Russian wheat this year. 
This is regarded as very important: as it 
means a stronger demand for our own 
wheat to help out. The same advice 
maintains that France will want 100,000, - 
000 bu of outside wheat, and is likely to 
be a big buyer at any time.” 

Minneapolis today received 347 cars of 
wheat, against 202 last week and 218 
last year. Duluth had 203 cars, against 
169 last week and 41 last year. Winni- 
peg had 87 cars, against 16 last year.
